Interview Summary 

An interview was conducted on 29 June 2006 over the telephone with Vincent Lai, Fritz 
Fleming, and Francis Lammes present. 

Attorney correctly pointed out objection to Drawings was incorrect and thus objection 
will now be withdrawn. 

Interview focused on how the claims should be structured to overcome 35 U.S.C. 101 
rejections. Submitted proposed amendment to claim 1 would mirror those of claims 13 
and 25 in an attempt to overcome non-statutory status of claims. Discussed also was 
amendments to 13-24 to explicitly state computer programs were written on computer 
readable recordable-type media. 

No agreement was made on the interpretation of the terms "indicator" and "hot spot." 
Further review of the interpretation will be done at a later time.
